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A FIENDISH CRIME. 


{Subject of [ilnstration. ] 

Recently Benestean ‘Township, in Ouachita county, 
Ark.. was the scene of a most horrible crime. It 
secins that on the night above stated the family of 
Jobn Carroll were suddenly starved by the report of 
two gunshots, fired tn rapid succession and piercing 
shrieks for hcJp. all proceeding trom the direction ot 
acahin on the place, adout two bundred vards’ frum 
the residence. ‘This cabin was occupied by Mathilday 
Green, a colored woman, and her five children, the 
youngest achild in arms. Looking tn the direction of 
the report ot firearms and the screams, what was the 
horror of Mr. Carroll upon diseoverins the: cabin 
1m flames and the poor woman covered with ler owa 
and ber children’s bluod tottering ard drazzing them- 
selves to his residence for protection. Mr. :Carroll 
hastily he!ped them snto bis yard, aud then? for the 
first time, kKarned the extent ot the borric le crime 
that bad ogen committed. Itappeared tbat the col- 
ored woman had but just returned to her cabin, after 
washing the supper dishes at the white residence 
when sbe discuvered the pungent odor of coal oil. 
Suddenly she saw a mateh lighted, then a flash 
and her cabin was enveloped in flames, Seiz- 
ing her baby an) huddling the rest of the children 
before her sbe started forthe door, As she stood 1n 
the dourway there came a crashing report of a double- 
barrelled shot-zun and the poor woman, sbot through 
the left breast, her babe throuh one of tts thighs, and 
the oldest daughter, about eleven years of age, in the 
side. fel] back intothe flames. The girl was first to 
recover from the shock of the wound, and In a mo- 
ment was on her. feet and assisting her mother to 
make her escape from the duilding. Recently Frank 
Summerall, a young married man, living near tbe 
scene of the disaster, was arrested by Sheriff Anthap 
Bragg as the perpetrator of the tienaish crime. Sum- 
mera] heo an examination betore a Jocal magistrate 
and was he'd without oail to await the re ult of the 
woun ts inflicted. Tire woman, though probably mor- 
tally wounded, was present al tbe examination of the 
prisoner, and after having been informed of the prob- 
able fatal termination of her injuries testified that she 
had been the mistress of the prisoner, and that he was 
the faiber of her babe, and tbat since bis ‘marriage of 
quite recent date he had threatened to kul her. That 
on the night of the shooting affray, and when smelling 
the coal oil so stronziv, she saw the defendant through 
the larze eracks between the logs of her cabin holding 
a lighted match in bis band, and when the wood sat- _ 
urate with coal oil caugnt fire, from the glare of the 
Hame enveloping that side of the building she ciearly 
recognized the prisoner as the one who fired aer cabin. 
Summerall was committed to jail. The children will 
probahliy recover, but it is not thought -possible that 
the mother ean live.

Mrs. Laura Churchill Accuses Miss Jose- 
phine Lewis of Stealing Her 
Husband, But the Jury 
Acquits Her. 


The suit of Mrs. Laura A. Churchill against Miss 
Josephine Lewis for stealing the affecuons of ber hus- 
band, Samuel, was tried be- 
fore Judg:s Van Vorst, in 
the Superior Court, New 
York, Jast week, Mrs 
Churchill was the only 
witness. She says she is 
forty three years old, but 
she does not look so old as 
that, She is a brunette 
with regular features. Sbe 
wept as she testified. Miss 
Josephine Lewis is also a 
brunette, with rounded 

/ cheeks and red lips. She 
The old lady with Gray was adopted at so early an 

Hair. aze by Mrs. Lewis that she 
did not remember her parents. OF the adoption it is 
said she was not aware until the present suit was be- 
gun. Mrs. Lewis. a little, genial old lady with gray 
side curis, larce gray eves, and features expressing 
force of character, accompanies her adopted daughter 
to court. Miss Loews’ face is fulland round, ber eyes 
snap continually, and her full cheeks blaze red as Mrs, 
Churchill testifies, 

Mr. Sam Churchill does not appear. He was a 
butcher on Brondway at the time the familv trouble 
took place. Mrs. Churchill kept a boarding bouse in 
1879 and 1530 at 161 West Forty-ninth street to help her 
husbang along in the butet.er business. The Lewises 
owned the house and boarded with Mrs Churchil) in 
part payment of the rent. m 
After Mrs. Churchill) had 
fallen out with her busband 
on account of Miss Lewis, 
she quitted the bouse, and 
has not since lived with her 
bushaned. ° 

Mrs. Churehill testified 
that the first. time she he- 
came convineed that her 
husband was not true to her 
was when she found in the 
outside pocket of his over- 
coata handful of seraps of 
paper. She  diseovered 
writing on them, and the 
handwriting was that of 
Miss Lewis) This she was 
sure of because the family 
had played on winter even- 
Ings in the parior the zame The torn-up letter. 
of “Consequences,” In which there isa good deal of 
writing to be done.- There was also a torn-up letter 
in her husband’s hand. She put the pieces together 
like a Chinese puzz'e, and fuund these words: 

“Dear Josic: Tam feeling very bad to-day. You 
are not acting the same as you told me in your note 
you would be. Do vou mean what you are doting, or 
isitablind?) [cannot see vou paving so much atter- 
tion to any one. FT can blame no one but myself if 
you are making love to some one else. I suppose you 
are tiring of me. Lt stayed until I saw I could not 
stand any more," 








Mrs. Churchill proceeded to testify that once while: 


she was at work in the kitehen she saw Mr. Churchill 
and Miss Lewis pulling and hauling each other in a 
playful way on the sofa in the dining room, and that 
when Josie saw her looking that way she got up and 
shuttbe doorinp her face. Another time the witness 
fell aslpep in a rocking chair, and waking suddenly, 
she saw her busband on the sofa and Josie’s head on 
hislap. Sceings the witness awake, Josie Jumped to 
her feet and sat on a chair. At a Coney Island con 
cert once her busvand and Miss Lewis went away to- 
gether, and on returning told ber they had been sitting 
behind her, but she knew that was not true, because 
she had looked all around for them while they were 
absen*.

The Amazing Story of a Youthful New 
York Burglar, 


[ With Portrait. ] 


A good-looking boy satin Inspector Byrne's office 
at Police Headquarters the ollier day and wished he 
had never read a dime novel. Hisage was only sev- 
enteen years, but he was a closely watched prisorer 
charged with committing a larze number of robderies. 
He confessed that his crimes were the result of a de- 
termination lo out-do any hero portrayed in his fa- 
vorite volumes, and he felt that he had oeen reasona. 
bly successful, for his stealings had amounted to nearly 
$6,000 after a few weeks’ experience. 

The name of the boy robber is Herbert Hepworth. 
He rejoices in the alias of ““Bannello.” In his confcs- 
sion to Tuspector Byrnes he said he was born in Leeds, 
Eng., where he lived until four years ago, when bis 
parents, most worthy and respectable neonple, emi- 
grated to Toronto, Canada. At that time Herbert was 
looked upon as a very promising lad. He was bright, 
studious a3d very fond of staying at home nights to 
read. Bv chance one day he got hold of acbeap novel 
in which a youth hecame a daring rodder at night, 
while during the day he went to schoul and was ap- 
parently no worse than bis playmates. ‘Tits imagin- 
ary thief was so daring, so for:unate in eluding detec: 
tion, got so wealthy and became so much respected hy 
those who did not Know the duuble life he led that 
Herbert Jonged to imitate his example. 


It was not long belore a chance to take the first step” 


came. Young Hepworth made the acquaintance of 
the son of a Toronto crook aamed MeWain. His par- 
ents knew nothing of their friendship, but the bovs, 
finding that their ideas as to the life they shou'd teat 
accorded, soon began to imitate theic beau ideals, 
First they stole small articles trom in trout of shops 
atter school. Tien, getting bolder, they sneiked 
about hotels, picking up many articl-s of more or Jess 
value in the rooms; of guests. 

Suddenly their career of crime was checked. Hep- 
worth and his companion were arrested one night 2 
year ago for roobing a house. The prouf was absolute, 
and punishment would have followei it Herbert's as- 
tounded parents had not pleaded stronzly for their 
son’s release. It was granted on account of their re- 
spectability und the boy's tender years. He was told 
he could go if he would leave Canada torever. Forced 
thus toseek a new bome. ihe family went to Bruok- 
lyn to reside. Tueir son, after promising ne er to 
steal again, Was put io work ina printing office in 
Franklin street, this city. where he earned $3.50 a 
week. The boy kept straight tor aw le, but it was 
not long before be began bi3 old tricks. MH. worked 
days and robed nizhts. In November last bis porents 
found in his possession several ariicle; of jewelry 
which they telt convinced he bad stolen. The father 
gave the miszuided lad sue’) a thrasbin: tiat he left 
bome to become a professional burglar anJ tiicf. 

Tis first stroke ct business was done-ov Central 
avenue, Now Brighton. S. f. On the afternoon of 
Nov.7 he slipped tarougn a window tto the parlor 
of the residence of Mr. Martley, a stuc’ broker, and 
slipred out again with $2.09) worth of jewelry, which 
be found in the steeping rooms up stairs. A few days 
later Hepworth entered in asi:nitar mannerthe bome 
of Erastus Wiliams, on Tompkins evenuce, Brooklyn. 
He cays he suddenly came upon an old lady kniiting 
in one of the rooms. Tiis, bowever, did not prevent 
him ransacking the apartment and puiting $2/109 
worth of jewelry in his pocket. In going out ot the 
house the caring vounz thief says he aid not shut the 
tront door, as he thouztt the noise might attract the 
attention of two men who were building a drain by 
the sile of the house. 

On Dec. 2 Hepworth turned his attention to this 
city. In passing the house of John J. Burehell, a 
builder, at No. 1.143 Fourth avenue, in the afternoon, 
he noticed that the nasement door was open and he 
walked in. The wind closed the door atter him with 
ahang, which be was afraid would expose him: but 
the family being out driving and the servants busy he 
took anvantage of a great ratthng of Knives in the 
kitchen to sneak to the second floor. There he se- 
cured valuables werth $1,200, with which he was mak- 
ing bis way down the front stairs when he hcard a 
key turn in the lock of the street door. Hastily con- 
ceal'ng hiuself behing a handy curtain, the young 
robber trembled as tbe saw Mr. Burchell’s son enier 
the house. bang up his overcoat on the hill rack and 
come up stairs. Hepworth savs Mr. Burchell brushed 
against him in passing his hiling place, but went on 
tohisrvom. Then the undiscovered thief coolly put 
on Mr. Burcheli’s overcoat, opened tne front door 
and escaped. 

This burglary was reported to Inspector Byrnes, 
who after a little work ascertained that the thiet bad 
gone to Washington. Detectives Handy ani O'Brien 
went on there and while looking for the rebber heard 
that a hoy answering his description had been ar- 
rested in Georgetown while attempting to, rob the 
house of Mrs. Greenlese.. Tne outery of aservant lel 
to his capture. In the pockets of the prisoner, who 
Said he was * Bannello, the hoy bandit,” were a bunen 
of keys belonging to Mrs. Burcheil. On this evidence 
Inspector Byrnes hed Hepwortb indicted, out Major 
McDoy. chiet of police ot Georgetown, refused to sur- 
render him, and on pleading guilty, Bannello was sen- 
tenced tothe House of Correction. During his short 
Stay in Washington Hepworth bad managed to ateal 
$300 worth of jewelry frum the house of Mrs. H. O:- 
den,of No. 1329 Nineteenth street, N. W. He felt 
restive In the House of Correction, und after cight 
days’ confinement he opened a window one night, 
made a rope of his bedclothes and lowere.! himself to 
the ground. He walked to Baltimore, woere he got 
On @ train. but beinz without money he was put oft by 
the conductor at Wilmington. That nizht he robbed 
a house, where he cannot remember, and got a lot of 
jewelry and some money. With this be was enabled to 
S90 back to New York. 

On arriving bere on the 18th inst. Hepworth pawned 
his stéalings in Brooklyn and went to Jersey City. 
where, on the 19th, he robbed iwo houses, th: location 
of which he has forgotten) The nex? dav, in walking

Strong a temptat‘on for Hepworth. He sneaked in 
and in ashort time was inthe street again with 21,59) 
Worth of that lady’s jeweiv. ‘Phat night the shrewd 
young criminal took a train tor Canada, knowing that 
his chances of arrest would thereby be lessened. 

But Inspector Byrnes, within an hour after the last 
tobbery was reported, alded by the knowledge of Hep- 








worth’s escape trom the House of Correction in George 
town, felt sure the boy had taken Mrs. McBride's 
jewelry, and traced him to the Grand Central Depot. 
A despatch to the Chief of Police in Buftalo caused 
Hepworta’s arrest there on Monday, when the train 
arrived. The boy foolishly left the cars to pawn some 
of the jewelry and was “collared on description,” as 
the police say. 

Hepworth profited very little bv all his stolen val- 
uables. He pledged them for small sums and ackuow!- 
edves that be only committed the robberies tor the 
“fun of the thing.’? As he bas made a full confession 
much of the property will be traced and recovered by 
the police. 

The boy burglar isa tall stripling and does not ap- 
pear to be a day over sixteen years old. Inspector 
Byrnes regards bim as avery danzerous thief, because 
his love of excitement furnishes him far more nerve 
than the usual ‘‘bhouse sneak” possesses. The boy 
laughingly added to his confession that he had tried 
several times to rob the late Mr. Vanderbilt’s house, 
vut failed because there were too maby servants and

A MICHIGAN MURDER. 


Beaten to Death by an Unchaste Wife and Her 
Paramour. 








{Sudject of MMustration. | 

The greatest excitement prevails in Central Lake, 
Mich., and at Exist Jordan and Bellaire, in Antrim 
County, over the murder of a prominent farmer nam- 
ed Peter Higgins, of the township of Banks. Hizgins’ 
domestic relations fora long time had been extremely 
unpleasant. A nepbew, thirty vears of age, made his 
home with Higgins. Higgins bas been suspicious of 
an undue intimacy existing between his wife and 
nephew, anJd had frequently ordereu bim to leave the 
place. The nepvew continued to remain, however, at 
the solicitation of Mrs. Higgins. A few days ago the 
farmer was missed, and when the wife and nephew 
declared that Higgins had gone away for good, sus- 
picion of foul play was directed against the pair. Last 
Monday a searching party was orzanized and the ter- 
ribly mutilated remains of the farmer were found ina 
compost pile nearthe barn. ‘The head and face were 

ecked with some blunt instrument. The nephew's 
name is Georze Higgins, and he and Mrs. Higgins 
were at once arrested, but denied all. However, tne 
woman has confessed. ‘She stated that on Saturday, 
Feb. 6. her husband had been to Brownstown. and 
while he was absent she and the nephew George de- 
cided on their plan to get rilof bim. The matter of 
killing the busban.J had been determined a longs time 
betofe, but no opport unity presented itse!f. When 
Tliggins reached none and was unhitehing his team 
George grabbed Lim from the rear and then tried to 
choke him. The man struzgzied violently and pite- 
ously begged for mercy. saying: “For G5d’s sake, are 
you trying tu kill me?” No reply was given, but the 
murderer told his aunt that choking was no good, and 
she ran into the birn, returning shorty after with a 
heavy hamner. With this her husband was scruck 
one blew which parua'ly stuuaned tim. Taen George 
grabbed the weapon and finished the work, striking 
the victim many times after he was actually dead. 
He then carried the body to the spot wher- it was dis- 
covere4, and the nex-made widow sicod guard while 
the nephew buried the murdered men. 

Mrs. Higgins then went on to state that her hus- 
band s brother owned 2 piece of tand adtoining theirs 
and he died abont two years azo About this time 


| George Hizzins came to live with them. She and 


George at once conccived an affeciion for each other 
which greatly annoyed her busb:n4d, who remonstrat- 
ed with ber several times. About six months ago 
George asked to be appointed administrator of the de- 
ceased brother’s cstate. At the same time sbe asked 
her husband tu divicée the property. Ue refused. 
George and she then talked matters over, she telling 
him she wished ber busband dead and out of the way.

Twin Sisters Mangled to Death in the Machinery of 
Their Father’s Mill. 





A horrible event occurred Feb. 25 in the grist mill 
ot Epbriam Lilly, located near Shamokin Hill. Tue 
miller’s twin daughters, Lillie and susie, aged six 
years, went unperceived to a small room on an upper 
floor of the m1] through which an upright iron shaft 
projected, upon which was a coupling contaiuvirg a 
number of protruding iron bolt heads. Near the shaft 
Wasa heavy corn-shelling machine. How long the 
children were up staiss is not known, but after an 
anxious search for them an elder gister went up stairs 
and looked into the room, where the horrible sight 
that met her gaze appalled her. 

On the upright shaft that runs up through the floor 
she saw the two little girls fastened by their clothing 
tothe coupling, being whirled around and around, 
their heads striking against a corner of the iron corn- 
sheller. Roth the children were being battered out ot 
all shape by the continuous revouution of the machin- 
ery. Finally the terror stricken sister gave the alarm 
andthe machinery was stopped. The bodies of the 
little ones were terribly lacerated. Lilhe was quite 
dead when the agonized and horror-stricken father 
picked up her mangled body. Susie lived a short time, 
but died not being able to make any explanation. 
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It 1s supposed that one of them, coming too near the 
shaft, had its clothes cavght and was whirled around, 
aod that the other in trying to rescue her sister was 
also caught, and then both of them were buried 
around. The parents bave the sympathy of a large 
circle of friends. 





YOUTHFUL FOR3ER HAYNES. 


A Lad of Fourteen in Court the Second Time for 
the Crime. 








Joseph Haynes 18 a bright-looking boy of fourteen, 
and those whosaw himin the dock of the Munivipal 
Court, Boston, could scarcely believe bim guilty ot the 
forgeries charged against bim. Young Hayues was 
employed four months ago by Johnson & Co. as cr- 
raud boy. Detected one day’in forging & bili for 35 50, 
he was arrested, tried, convicted aud sent to jail fur 
thirty days, When be was released he concluded that 
he would become a teleYgaph boy, and tinding that a 
recommendation was needed in order to secure a place 
he drew up a document, giviny himself a character 
that any boy might be proud of, and signed to it the 
name of bis former employer.

him. About a weck ago young Haynes was given 
$3.10 to pay to Mr. Jacob Kolb. He returved shortly 
after and presented what purported to be the receipt 
of that gentleman. On Monday Mr. Stanton received 
notice from Mr. Kolb that be bad not been paid, and 
he was asKed to send the amount at once. Haynes 
boldly insisted that he had paid it, but made -himseif 
scacce at the first opportunity. The otuer afternoon 
Haynes was arrested in the Mechanics’ Exchance 
while attempting to collect money from one of the 
members. Hewas confronted with his emplover and 
Mr. Kolb. and finally acknowledged committing the 
crime of forgery. Atthereauest of his mother, who 
is much affected by the conduct of ber son, the hear- 
ing was postponed, in order that ber husband, who is 
now in Portsmouth, might be summoned for consulta- 
tion as to the future of the boy. 
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THE BISHOP DIVORCE SUIT. 


Sad Termination to Promising Nuptials--A Young 
Husband’s Backsliding. 








Mrs. R. T. Bishop is at Lake Miles, Wis., to secure 
requisition pgpers for her husband, Dr. Russell T. 
Biskcp, on a charge ot bigamy. Bishup is a son of 
W. D. Bishop, ex-president of the New York and 
New Haven Railroad. The coup'e came here in 1880, 
arriving on a special car and in a style that created 
quite an impression. They occupied a beautiful bome, 
which bad been fitted up by Dr. Bishop's father pre- 
vious to their arrival. Before many month’s Bishop 
began to gu on prolonged sprees, which continued 
until 1883, when Mrs, Bishop Jeft forthe east. Bishop 
continued his career of dissipation, and during u trip 
to the neighboring city of Watertown, he made the 
acquaintance of Miss Nellie Haeber, which resulted 
in his marrying her in September, 1884. In January, 
1885, Mr. Bishop. Sr., came west, and found the Doctor 
missing. Afteralengthy search he was discovered tn 
Milwaukee, just recovering from 2 prolonged dehauch. 
Iie was taken east and placed in an asylum at Hart- 
ford, Conn., where he new is. 

About six weeks ago Mes. Bishop arrived to enter a 
charge of bigamy against he» husband. She has re- 
tained Judge Fullerton. of New York, and W. H. 
Rogers, of Fort Atkinson, this county, to assist in the 
prosecution of the case. The Bishops are stubbornly 
fighting the issuance of requisition papers, and it is 
said to be mainly througb their influence that they 
have not been issued before this. Dr. Bishop gradu 
ated trom Yale Medica! School just betore he attained 
his majority and entered the navy, where he cun- 
tracted the habit of drinking. He was married to 
Mrs. Bishop, the complainant, at Armenie, N. Y..1n 
in January, 1880. He is thirty vears of age aud his 
wile is two years his junior. 


THE HERMIT OF SOUTH MOUNTAIN. 


Conrad Nagle, aged seventy five years. who for 
many years lived the lonelv life of a bermit on South 
Mountain, Pa,, on the land ofSamuel Long. was found 
dead in big hut the other morring by passing gunners. 
The old man lay stretched upon a buffalo robe, and the 
wood fire on bis hearth was out. Three days before, 
when be was in good health, he predicted that he 
would die Feb 25, at 4o’clock 1n the morning, and 1t 
is firmly believed that 1t was about that time he dicd. 
There was no evidence of a violent death, as the old 
man looked as 1f he had peacefully and naturally 
passed away. 

Fifty years ago he lost his wife. and immediately 
after that be went up on the mountain and selected an 
extremely wild and untrequented place and vowed he 
would never leave it nor azain mingle with the people 
of the world, but would prepare himself to meet the 
soul of bis deal wife.
